COSTA RICA GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held, on 

Monday, at the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, 
Mr. PoNTIFEX in the chair. 

The SECRETARY read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said that by the request of the shareholders pre- 
sent at the last general meeting the report of Capt. Clemes and Mr. 
Hugo Reek had been sent to the shareholders, with the result al- 
ready indicated to the proprietors by circular—that the assents and 
dissents had been nearly as possibly balanced. Under those circum- 
stances the directors had seen no course open to them but to suggest the voluntary 
winding-up of the company, but prior to coming to a decision on that point they 
wished to give the shareholders another opportunity of altering their deci- 
sion if so disposed, and because they thought that possibly some of the share- 
holders might have been influenced in arriving at their decision by the supposition 
that they could get the whole of their money returned to them immediately it 
had been mentioned to them in a circular that they would have to go through the 
ordinary legal forms, and that the company could only be wound-up by the ap- 
pointment of a liquidator. However, the opinion of the shareholders appeared to 
remain very much as it had been before. No dissenting shareholder had abso- 
lutely withdrawn his dissent, though several had trusted him with their proxies. 
Thirty-six shareholders, representing 567 votes, had sent him their proxies to use 
at this meeting, but, of course, the wish of the directors was that they should be 
entirely guided by the shareholders, and do what they desired, and what was most 
to their interests. (Hear, hear.) Now, asso many shareholders still remained of 
opinion that they would rather that the company should be liquidated the directors 
saw no course open but thatit should be. They regretted it for some reasons; they 
regretted that a really valuable property as these known mines undoubtedly 
were should be lost to the shareholders in this concern, although, perhaps, not ul- 
timately lost, for if this company were wound up another might be formed in 
which those gentlemen who were desirous of purchasing this property would 
have an opportunity of doing so. But inasmuch as there were so many whoo hel 
acontrary opinion he thought no course remained open to them now but to wind 
up the company. He was happy te inform the meeting that all the officials con- 
nected with the company had acted most liberally, so that whatever had tu be done 
would be done at the smallest possible expense. The solicitors to the company 
had kindly said that their charges should be limited to a sum of 50 guineas, anc 
the liqnidator had also said the same thing. Of course in the event of any litiga- 
tion arising out of it, which he did not apprehend, that would not be included in 
the arrangement, but if the winding up presented no unusual difficulties the whole 
affair would be done for the sum of 100 guineas, and the interest which they had 
earned would fully cover thatexpense. He (the Chairman) concluded by moving, 
“That this company be wound up voluntarily under the provisions of the Com- 
panies Acts, 1862 and 1867.” 

A SHAREHOLDER had reason to believe that Captain Clemes never saw the mines 
he went out to report upon, only one or two of the veins. He had been there during 
one of the heavy tropical rains of that country, lasting for eight or nine days, and 
had, moreover, been incapacitated by sickness ; under those circumstances he cer- 
tainly could not have been in a fit condition to make a thorough or satisfactory ex- 
amination of the property. Now, he (the speaker) theught that if the actual facts 
of the case were laid before the shareholders they would not base their opinion upon 
the faith of Captain Clemes’ report, drawn up, as it had been, under the cireum- 
stances he described, and that in all probability they would see fit to alter the de 
cision they had come to. 

The CHAIRMAN did not think the circumstances connected with Captain Clemes 
visit to and report upon the property was a matter to be considered that day. It 
might be that Capt. Clemes had been mistaken in the opinion he had formed as to 
the value of the property, but all that was past now and at an end. 

Mr. STAINES seconded the resolution, which was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN next moved, and it was seoonded and resolved, ‘That Mr. G. A. 
Cape, of Old Jewry, London, be appointed liquidator, for the purpose of such 
winding up.” 

A SHAREHOLDER remarked that the winding-up of this company having been 
carried out, it would be open to those of the proprietors who had assented to the 
proposal to go on with the other enterprise. 

The CHAIRMAN replied that such an opportunity would doubtless be offered 
them, and the new undertaking would start with one great advantage over the old, 
that not more than half the capital originally contemplated would be required. 

A vote of thane was then cordially awarded to the Chairman and his colleagues, 

in replying to which the Chairman said that while of course it was a matter of 
great regret to the directors that they had been unable to carry out the objects for 
which the company had been established, they had the satisfaction of knowing 
that the shareholders had not suffered any pecuniary loss from their connection 
with this concern.—The meeting then broke up. 
GoRSEDD AND CELYN LEVEL CONSOLIDATED LEAD MINING 
Company.—The special general meeting for contirming the resolutions adopted on 
the 8th inst. was held at the offices, on Wednesday—Mr. R. Duke in the chair. 
The secretary (Mr. E. J. Bartlett) read the notice, also the resolutions, which wer¢ 
duly confirmed. The Chairman stated that it was of little good confirming the 
resolutions if the shareholders refused to take up the few shares offered, and so 
provide the means of purchasing the additioval land.

In order to avoid the danger from floods in this position we have to make 
a short cut through the east bend of the Quebrada, and turn the stream in this di 
rection, This cut has been of casy execution, and is now finished, with the excep- 
tion of putting in a small dam. —Undereurrents ; One of these will be put in before 
we begin rnnning again. The timber is nearly ready. From the extreme light 
ness and fineness of some of our gold there is no doubt that it will pay us weil to 
put in undercurrents and pieces of sluice through the whole length of our tailing 
ravine, This work will be gradually accomplisiied in course of time, and without 
interrupting our productive work. Every mine in California with a good outlet 
is only too glad to availof these means of increasing at no working cost the amount 
of their returns. 

General Remarks: It was only our desire not to disappoint the board whieh 
induced us to make atrial of our machinery and the mine on May 9. It was 
patent to us from the first start that nothing ikea steady run or even serious work 
could be effected until the mine had been opened so as to allow us to avail of our 
great advantages. Ina new mine like Malabar, fully productive work can only be 
attained by a gradual process of opening —fortunately for us the process will here 
be a short one, and in a great measure productive also as the first small experi 

ment has proved, Since turning the water on the mine we have only used one 
monitor for 10 days (doing about half duty). Nearly all our washing power was 
employed in running off sand and pipe clay, and opening through unproductive 
ground, frequently suspending operations in order to allow the enormous mass of 
stuff from ground sluice to run out of the ravine. The effective work of No.1 
monitor cannot be estimated at the utmost more than five days, or (say) 50 hours, 
No. 2 monitor did not work at all, as there is no grade open yet to it. We only 
used on an average 1000 in. of water. The result of the experimental clean-up is, 
therefore, very satisfactory, as we are now convinced that we can, when open, do 
six or eight times the work in the same time, and save as much larger proportion 
of gold in the ravine. Our clean up for this brief period was as nearly as possible 
52 ozs. melted gold, and we should undoubtedly have had one-fifth more if we had 
more sluice, and our ground sluice was down to grade, The board must not con 
sider this as any run at all, it would be a great injustice to the property to do so. 
Our work in Malabar, as so often observed, will becontinuous and quite independent 
of a!l outside influences of weather, advantages which in the long run will show 
for themselves. We hope the board will perceive the necessity as we do of starting 
the mine on a good sound basis, and will not feel disappointed at the postpone 
ment of a run until it becomes really practicable to effect one.

It is disappointing that no more

thoroughly clean the yard bottom. Only a light force has been employed in the 
mine this week, it being generally considered a holiday week. It is very necessary 
that the main tunnel and some of the main drifts north and south should be kept 
steadily advancing, but owing to the protit from the old ground beirg light, I have 
hesitated to go on with any drift ahead that were not in gravel, and would to some 
extent repay immediately the cost of ranning. You will understand that the work 
underground at this time consists entirely in extracting gravel from the old breasts 
—some small profit can be made out of this ground. It seems hopeless to get 
through the water season without running behind with the expense in a small 
amount, which I estimate at 83000, After the failure of water, which may not be 
until near Sept. 1, I cannot undertake to carry out the whole of the work ona 
partly credit basis. The Bank of La Porte, from whom I have hitherto had aceom- 
modation, purpose moving a partof their capital. Should water run during the 
winter, long before that time the deep ground now so wet would have dried out, 
and a quantity of it could be had out and ready to wash. There are occasionally 
winter seasons when water for limited washing runs constantly. It would not be 
necessary to have capital to pay labour in full trom month to month, but sufficient 
to be independent and pay the hands on account as they might want their wages, 
orin fullif they were discharged. The Chinese might for a time want wages 
monthly. Not having been able to extract much ground the stock of timbers, with 
the exception of 2 few of a special sort, is quite ample for a years work. Other 
supplies, excepting candles, are on hand in abundance. It would be most unfortu- 
nate that operations should be suspended. The force of white hands now here are 
of a superior character, the principal officers are tried and faithful. The system 
of working Chinese in use here cannot be excelled in any other mine in the State ; 
on this point [am quite sure, and arrangements have been entered into whereby 
all of this class can be had when wanted. It would, however, be very difficult to 
ft together a force early in the spring season unless some previous preparation 
mad been made—such as laying in a stock of such provisions as they would need 
in the fall of the year. The amount of capital that would be required would be

Admiral Sir Robert Spencer Robinson, the late Controller of the 
avy, said he observed that his name appeared upon the prospectus 1s chairman of 
the company. Mr. Linklater first spoke to him in April, 1872, about joining the com 
pany provisionally as chairman and director, and gave him a very flourishing ac 
count of its prospects. He did not show him the prospectus at that time. Witness 
did not make any enquiries as to the statements in the prospectus before its publi- 
cation, as no opportunities were afforded him of doing so. He never made any re 
quest to Prof. Clayton to join the board. The prospectus was issued without his 
knowledge and consent, and without being first submitted to him and his brother 
directors, as he considered it ought to have been. He had no experience in mines 
before. He did not consider himself responsible for any statement in the pro- 
spectus, as he had never had an opportunity of debating it with his brother directors. 
On May 10, 1872, he wrote to Mr. Hartmont as follows :—‘‘ The difficulty which I 
felt and expressed on Wednesday and yesterday in filling the post of chairman of 
the Ruby Consolidated Mining Company (Limited) has again recurred still more 
forcibly tomy mind to-day. I cannot from the explanations [ have reevived satisfy 
myself that I am able to direct the affairs of the company. I regret exceedingly 
that [ had no opportunity of making such very necessary enquiries before the pub- 
lication of your prospectus, which as you are aware, took me completely by sur- 
prise. I, therefore, think it better to give you notice that unless you till up the post 
I so unexpectedly found myself advertised in, of chairman and director, I shall 
think it right to oppose any allotment of the shares, and require the money to be 
returned to the depositors.” He resigned the chairmanship on May 22, 1872, and 
never saw the company again. The majority of the directors were against the re- 
turn of the money to the shareholders. Mr. Hartmont never told him that he had 
purchased the mine from Mr, H. Heyneman, of San Francisco, for less than the 
sum stated in the prospectus. He had no reason at that time to doubt that the 
sum mentioned as the purehase-money—namely, 285,000/.—was correct. Reply- 
ing to the Lord Mayor, he said the reason that he resigned was because the 
prospectus was issued before he had had an opportunity of conferring with his 
brother directors, or making any examination into the affairs of the company, and 
because he had objected to some of the Articles of Association. The prespectus 
was issued before the necessary corrections in the Articles had been made. No 
copy of the Articles was ever furnished to him. He was displeased, and thought 
that he, as Chairman, had not been properly treated. On receiving an explana 
tion, which he agreed to wait for, he was convinced that he could no longer retain 
his position in the company, for he felt that he was not a proper person to be chair- 
man, as there were thousands of questions, such, for instance, as international law, 
with which he was utterly incapable of dealing. In cross-examination by Mr. 
Lewis, he said he did not resign because of any statement in the prospectus which 
he knew to be inaccurate. Asan ordinary rule, the prospectuses of public com 
panies were prepared by the solicitors, and then revised carefully, word by word, 
and line by line, by the directors and promoters. About May, 1872, he was the 
chairman of the London and Australian Steam Navigation Company, and his 
name as chairman of the two companies might have been advertised in the papers 
onthe same day. In one case, however, he was a consenting party, and in the 
| other he was not. In the London and Australian Steam Navigation Company the 
| directors discussed every line and every word of the prospectus. He had thought 
| at the outset that he might be capable of managing, as chairman, a mine in San 
Francisco, but he was not still of the same opinion, When he resigned the board 
of the Ruby Company consisted of men of honcur and of great capacity.

THE EMMA SILVER MINING COMPANY—LIBEL ON THE 
CHAIRMAN, 


Mr. Alexander Wm. M‘Dougall has been charged before the magis- 
trate at Bow-street with publishing libels on Mr. R. M. Gardiner, 
Commissary-General, the Chairman of the Emma Silver Mining Com- 
pany,and with offering to abstain from publishing libels if the pro- 
secutor procured him acertain appointment of profit and trust. It 
appeared that the letter complained of was addressed to the directors of the Emma 
Mine, and was signed “ Alexander M‘Douguall.” He referred repeatedly to Mr. 
Commissary-General Gardiner as the ‘* sham vendor,” and spoke of his ‘* Ashantee 
tactics.”—Mr. Poland, for the defeuce, said that “ Ashantee tactics” meant ‘ not 
fighting in the open.”—Mr. Douglas Straight, for the prosecution, referred to a 
passage concerning the Pittsburg Gold Mining Company, of which the complainant 
wasthe Chairman. The learned counsel said that Mr, Gardiner had become Chair 
man after the departure of the Hon. Ross Browne, who first started the company. 
It being ultimately discovered that the latter gentleman had somewhat underrated 
the working cost of the mine, the money was returned to the subseribers, who did 
not lose one shilling by the transaction. The defendant concluded the letter by 
saving that his sole object in getting on the board was to examine the books, to 
enable him to prouounce the affair as a gross swindle, and to show that the eom 
plainant was not a fit person to be the Chairman. Mr. Straight hoped the learned 
magistrate would commit the defendant fortrial. The printing of 6000 copies and 
circulation of 3600 copies of the libellous matter was proved by H. F. Weatherby, 
the printer, and Lewis Stainslie, his manager. Com.-Gen, Gardiner stated tliat 
the Pittsburg Company was not carried on, and he and.the other shareholders re 
ceived back his money in full; and he had never received any other money from 
the company. He originally invested some money in the Emma Silver Mining 
Company to the extent of 25 shares. That was when the company first started 
He had never had any association with the promoters of thatcompany. It did not 


ot it. Witness was now a director of that company, and had been since June, 1873. 
That was at the desire of the shareholders, who wished fora thorough investigation 
of everything. He had since done his best, and it was through his instigation 
that the case against Mr. Park was got up. He had never taken a shilling for his 
trouble. Inthe month of May there was a general meeting. Witness saw Mr 
M‘Dougall at the meeting. To the best of his belief Mr. Hammond, who has been 
put on the board since, was there. Witness had always been in the chairat the 
meetings since then, and had often found it necessary to control Mr. M‘Dougal! 
for the violence of his language and the obstructive nature of his proceedings. It 
was afterwards proposed to make up the number of directors to seven, and Mr. 
MacDougall then proposed himself as a candidate. At that time, with the excep 
tion of Mr. Burnand, all the directors had been original subscribers to the company 
On June 9an adjourned meeting was held, and Mr. M‘Douzall and Mr. Hutton 
were declared candidates for the post of director. It was then arranged that a poll 
should be held on June 23 and June 39, to which date the po!l was postponed ; Mr. 
Hutton was declared elected. Com. Gen. Gardiner said that it was utterly false to 
say that from June 9 to June 30 either he or the directors countenanced the 
transfer of shares to persons nominated by the directors for the purpose of coercing 
the election. He did not in that interval induce any person either to part with or 
to purchase shares with a view of influencing the election against Mr. M‘Dougall, 
and witness purchased none himself in that interval. 

At an adjourned examination, Mr. Gardiner, in answer to Mr. 
Poland, said he was not the real vendor, but he had _an interest in the Pittsburg 
Gold Mine Company, and was acting for Mr. Ross Brown. He was responsible, 
and expected to be a promoter. He was selected by Mr. Brown and Mr. Fisher to 
act for Mr. Brown during his absence in America. He executed the deed signed 
by Mr. Seyton and himself on July 13. It was attested by the clerk to the solicitor 
tothe company. The deed was attached in duplicate to the articles of association 
for reference by the shareholders. He did not lend his name as the sole vendor. 
He was the real vendor. He was to receive the 80,000/, purchase-money on behalf 
of Mr, Brown, The deed produced transferred all interest in the property to Mr. 
Brown on payment of 10,0007. He signed the document in good faith, and intended 
to be the purchaser. He scorned the imputation that it was a shamcontract. He 
was to act upon the deed. The money would have come intohishands. Henever 
contemplated putting the money into his pocket, but there was an arrangement 
with Mr. Fisher as to what was to be done with it. Witness was to pay Mr. Brown 
the 10,000/., and receive the rest asa trustee. It was an implied understanding. 
Mr. Fisher was one of the first promoters and directors of the Pittsburg Company. 
He did not understand the legal technicalities by which he was shown as the real 
vendor, and he had nothing to do with the preparation of the document. He un 
derstood his position to be mediatory. The passage in the prospectus ‘‘ The preli

M' Dougall became a candidate for a seat on the board, The transter books were 
kept open on the advice of Mr, Bompas, one of thesolicitors to the company. The 
trinsfer books were produced.

Kimbrall, Mr. Fisher, and himself, showed the att@mpt to start this company on 
May 19, 1871, shortly before the Laumeching of the Pittsburg Gold Mine Company. 
The capital invited was 60,000/., the amount to be paid for the mine being $000, 
Witness was a heavy loser by the scheme. Mr. Straight, interposing, observed that 
documents had been produced, some of them from very slippery sources, and some 
from the desks of dead persons even; but, having had no opportunity of examining 
them, he asked that the enquiry might be again adjourned, especially as the ordi. 
nary time for closing the Court had arrived, and there remained, he understood, 
at Vast amount of other business to be transacted, Mr. Vaughan could not resist 
the application if urged on these grounds, 

On Wednesday, Commissary-General Gardiner, recalled and re- 
examined by Mr. Poland, said that Mr. M‘Dougall was proposed as a director by 
Mr. Snell and also by Mr, Burnand, one of the directors of the company. Mr. 
Snell proposed that none of the directors should receive remuneration except 
from the profits made by the company. He did not know that Mr. M‘Dougall 
supported that proposition, but he would not swear he did not. Mr. M‘Dougall 
may have said he would not become a director unless that proposition wus agreed 
to. The Mr. Park, against whom proceedings were now pending, was the vendor 
to the company, and had signed the Articles of Association. Mr. Took, the seere- 
tary, had occupied that post all through. Witness was the director of the Associa- 
tion of Land Financiers. It was in 1872 that he joined that association. Mr. 
M‘ Dougall at this moment held 1150 shares in the Emma Mining Company. Re 
examined by Mr, Straight, witness said he acted under the advice of Mr. Bumpus 
in opening the transfer books before the election. He had made no application of 
any sort to Mr, Fisher, Mr, M’Kay, or Mr, Brown for money. He might have 
seen Mr. Holloway, but did not know him. He did not know that Mr. Holloway 
kad made any accusation against him. This closed the case for the prosecution. 
Mr. Vaughan here called witness's attention to some discrepancies in the documents 
he had signed. Mr. Gardiner explained that they had been drawn up by Mr. 
Fisher, a very clever American lawyer, and that he had subordinated his judgment 
to Mr. Fisher's, Mr. Poland addressed the magistrate at some length on behalf of 
the defendant. He reviewed the course of matters anterior to the floating of the 
Emma Miving Company, and the libel complained of. He said that the whole 
dispute was showu in the struggle going on between the dissatisfied shareholders 
and the old holders and promoters of the company. Mr. M‘Dougall was holder 
of 1150 shares. In his pamphlet it was proposed that the whole board of directors 
should be ealled on to resign, Againt this was the proposal from the persons who 
promoted the company that the whole of the shureholders, including Mr. M‘Dougall, 
should be brought to justice. It was said there were others nearer home should be 
brought to justice, and in the pamphlet it was found that Mr. M‘Dougall ex pressed 
a desire to become a director, and to have a thorough investigation of the matters 
connected with the company. But when it was found that he put himself forward 
disinterestedly every effort was made to oppose him and secure the election of Mr. 
Hutton, Mr. M‘Dougall was willing to act without remuneration, and to deposit 
10,0002, in the hands of a banker to investigate the origin of the company. What 
occurred upon his offer to go upon the board? Why, at a meeting of the share- 
holders a promise was made by Commissary-General Gardiner that during the 
fortnight of adjournment before the poll the books of transfer should remain elosed, 
Yet, so far from this promise being kept, the books were open, and all that Mr. 
Gardiner could say in apology was that the law said they should be open, and he 
could not help himself. His learned friend had described the complainant as new 
to City life, and as a ‘young man from the country,” and the complainant had 
said that he had taken advice upon the matter, but it was a pity that the gentlemen 
present at the meeting, who could give hin advice when too late, had not told him 
at the time that his promise could not possibly be kept. That would have placed 
Mr. M‘Dougall in a fair position. But no, a struggle was going on to represent 
two members of the board who had resigned, and to make up the number of the 
board, and when the meeting was held for the poll the Chairman declared Mr. 
| Hutton elected by a linge majority. Why?) Beeause the transfer books had been 
opened, and Mr. M*Douall found that his proxies were cut from under him by 
the transfer of a majority of shares to the names of persons, clerks, and others in 
theecompany. The defendant had, in fact, claimed a poll upon one majority of 
votes, and had got another, Then, thinking that he had been beaten by a triek, 
he wrote the letter complained ot to tell the shareholders, in the interest of 
publie morality, what sort of Chairman they had got. Mr. Poland complained 
that the original seeretary of the company, and others who could have east a light 
upon its birth, had not been called, and he said that had the complainant acted as 
inoflicer and a gentleman he would at once have placed the matter of the books of 
transfer fairly before the shareholders, As it was, he came before this Court to 
make out a charge of libel because Mr. M‘Dougall had offered his co shareholders 
an explanation of the whole matter. Ifedid not wish to have a personal altereation 
with the directors, and so proposed that the whole board should resign, and if they 
refused that steps should be taken to remove them. He made no charge against 
Mr. Gardiner; he only said that he found him Chairman of the board, and thought 
that something should be known about him. We deseribed Mr. Commissary- 
General Gardiner’s connection with the Pittsburg Mine and Mr. Park, and sald 
that they found it necessary to lave ashaim vendor. That was the whole gist of 
the matter, and having related the connection between the two mines he asked, in 
his letter, was Comimissary-General Gardiner a fit and proper per on to be Chairman 
of their compuny ? Mer. Gardiner adimitived that he had not paida tarthing of the 
20001, he was put down for, but he said that he thought Mr. Fisher would make 
the payment out of the money he held belonging to him. Yet he admitted never 
having authorised him to make such transfer of moneys. Could anything be more 
nonsensical ? Could such nonsense be put before a legal tribunal in support of a 
request for a verdiet in such a case as this? Mr. Poland ealled the business a faree, 
Was Mr. M‘Dougall, he asked, not justified—and he said he was more than justi 
fied—in using the language he had in the letter or pamphlet? He thought he 
might have gone much further than ealling the complainant a ‘sham vendor.” 
When he told them that, “at list, when all was ready for the transfer to the eom- 
pany, the sham vendor, accoutred in black mail, turned upon his friends and set 
up aclhim to some portion of the proposed purchase money, on the ground that 
he had lent his mime as a sham vendor,” what did he mean? The words had been 
tortured to make out a meaning, but it was not the meaning of Mr. M‘Dougall, 
When he spoke of “ Ashantee tactics ” he meant “ not fighting in the open,” in re- 
ference to the trick by which Mr. M'Dougall had been defeated at the election by 
the use of the transfer books. His client justified ‘he letter on the ground of its 
truth, and he also said that it was a privileged communication. Mr. Vaughan 
could not agree tothat. ‘The letter was published to severe] thousand shareholders. 
Mr. Poland argued that, votwithst inding that, it was a privileged communication, 
He referred to cases reported in, first, 2usse// on Crimes, p. 3801; and, secondly, in 
Common Bench Reports, p. 514. The defendant, he said, had not gone about as an 
anonymous pamplileteer and sold the pamphlet in the streets for the purpose of 
annoying the complainant. He had acted asa gentleman, and put his name to the 
letter. Mr. Vaughan asked if Mr. Poland intended to say that a man could make 
statements like those in the letter at a public meeting of shareholders. The reply 
was in the affirmative. In conclusion, Mr. Poland said that it was not the inten- 
tion of Mr. M‘Dougall to cast any reflections on the personal character of Mr. Gar- 
diner, and he disavowed any intention to injure or annoy him. 

Mr. George Samuel M’Kay, secretary of the company, 47, Finsbury-cireus, said 
he had known Mr. Gardiner since 1862. In July, 1871, he was acquainted with 
Mr. Fisher, who became a director of the Pittsburg Mine. He introduced Mr. 
Gardiner to it. He knew of the deeds of July 11 and13. Mr, Seaton, the pur- 
chaser on behalf of the company, was one of the directors, By the deed of July 18 
witness knew Mr. Gardiner as vendor. Hesaw him on about August 9 or 10 at 
Finsbury-cireus, when a letter addressed to the directors of the Pittsburg Mine was 
refused his signature by Mr, Gardiner, Mr. Vaughan thought that letter should 
be produced. Witness, continuing, said that Mr. Gardiner refused to sign the 
letter, and said he was entitled to a share in cons:deration of his having acted as a 
vendor. He said that he was not so “ green” as witness imagined, and he knew 
how things were done in the City. He did not contribute his 2000/,, and he had no 
interest whatever in the mine.

The report of Mr. Haig, 
who was sent out by the promoters to inspect the mine, differed slightly from the | 
report of Mr. Brown. Mr. Haig's estimate of the cost of working the mine was | 
double that of Mr. Brown, and the estimated dividend was less. By the term | 
“ slightly ” witness referred to the report generally. He knew one ofthe promoters | 
of the company, Mr. M’Kay, in Canada. He knew nothing of “* American affairs.” 
He knew something of ‘‘ Canadian affairs ”"—a very different matter. The docu 

ment produced was dated July 7, 1871, and was signed by witness, Mr. M'’Kay, Mr. | 
Fisher, and Mr. Holloway. Witness was there represen‘ted asa joint purchaser of | 
a bond conveying the mine to them, although in the deed of the 13th he was repre- 
sented as the sole vendor; but he was acting in the latter case as the representative 
of Mr. Brown. Mr. Fisher had more than the 2000/. for which he was responsible. 
He held 6000/. belonging to witness. Witness was not aware that the document 
was prepared to show Mr. Holloway, and to indnce him to pay 400°7. He signed 
the document as a honda file one, and knew nothing of its purport beyond what was 
represented in it. From the time he assumed the position of vendor, on behalf of 
Mr. Brown, he knew nothing of the company or of the representations made re 

specting it. He held 50 shares in the company. He signed for 100 shares, but 
altered his mind after signing the Articles of Association, and took up 50only. Be 

sides Brown, Fisher, M’Kay, and himself, the Articles were signed by Messrs. 
Thomas Taycross, Treherne, and Norton. He could not explain the documents pro- 
duced at that distance of time, nor could he account for the alleged payment of 
10,0007. to Mr. Brown for his interest in the company on Jnly 7, and on July 12 Mr. 
Brown's further nego:iations for the sale of the said interest. Hedid not remember 
an arrangement being made with Mr. Fisher that on receipt of the 10,000/., 9000/. 
of the shares should be transferred toa broker Mr. Taycross. It was for assistance. 
It might be said to “ float the company.” The 80,000/. was then to be paid. Mr. 
Taycross was one of the persons who signed thearticles. Under the deed of July 1% 
witness presnmed that he was theonly person whocould give a receipt for the 80,000/., 
as the representative of Mr. Seyton.

ment authorising another person to todo so. He quarrelled with Mr. Fisher, but 
it was not about this company. He was mixed up with him in the Sut LiakeCom 

pany, and also in starting a Nevada Silver Mine Company. It was in reference to 
the latter that they quarrelled. He never authorised Mr. M’Kay to receive the pur- 
chase money. He never claimed a fifth from Mr. Holloway on the agreement of 
July 7. The company came toanend. Mr. Fisher never threatened to kick him 
downstairs for not signing some document. There was a meeting of the share- 
holders after the report made by Mr. Haig, to consider if the company should go | 
on. Witness was for its proceeding. He wrote a letter on October 26, 1871, to Mr. 
M’Kay, demanding repayment of his shares unless the agreement to purchase was 
‘ He first became a director of the Emma Company 
in 1873. There was four other directors—Messrs, Pemberton, Brydges Willyams, 
Anderson, and Stanley. There was a resolution calling on the directors to resign, 
and Mr. Anderson and Mr, Stanley resigned, not in deference to the “ factious party,” | 











Witness first saw Mr. M‘Dougall some 22 years ago, but had never been on terms 
of intimacy with him. For the last six or seven weeks the affairs of the Emma 
Mine had thrown them them together, and witness told Mr. M'Kay about Mr, 
Gardiner, and the part he had taken in the Pittsburg Mining Company. Cross-ex- 
amined by Mr. Straight, witness said he was associated with Fisher in business, 
which was not to welcome speculators from California and assist them in floating 
companies. He considered that a more fairly conducted company than the Pitts- 
burg Mining Company was never started. He did not know that Mr. Fisher had 
some securities of Mr. Gardiner’s. At the time the document of July 11 was signed 
Mr. Gardiner had not 2000/. at his disposal. Witness was now secretary to a mine 
in Nevada. Mr. Vanghan said Mr. Fisher certainty left the impression on his 
mind that he had §000/, at that time. Geueral Gardiner, recalled, said he knew no- 
thing about the money arrangement between Mr. M’Kay and Mr. Fisher. It was 
understood by him that he was to furnish part of the money to start the company, 
but no one asked him to pay that money. If he had ‘been asked he should 
have paid it. He had at that time nearly 4000/. in securities available to be 
turned into cash. He had no interview with Mr. M'Kay as described by that gen- 
tleman. He wae not asked to sign a letter. He did not remember saying he 
would fight it out. In August he had high words with Fisher about another mine, 
but none with regard to the Pittsburg. Subsequently Mr. Fisher apologised for the 
high words, Cross-examined by Mr. Poland, witness admitted that his estimate 
of €)00/, was too large; he had only about 2400/, to his credit at th: time. 

Mr. Vaughan then said that he felt it incumbent upon him to send the case for 
trial. It was not to him a matter of surprise that the defendant should have felt 
aggrieved at the opening of the transfer books at the time it was understood they 
should be closed. He thought that it was the duty of Mr. Gardiner to have kept 
his word with Mr. M‘Dougall. Looking at the pamphlet, he said that if Mr. 
M‘Dovgall had only spoken of Mr. Gardiner asa “* sham vendor,” he should not 
have thought it necessary to have sent the case for trial; but he had gone further, 
and had spoken of Mr, Gardiner in a manner so offensive and so untrue that it was 
not for him to say that it was nota matter which should not be enquired into. It 
seemed that the defendant had intended to assume by the term “this sham vendor 
accoutred in black mail” that Mr. Gardiner, finding he could not levy black mail, 
stood in the way of the company, and refused tosign. Underall the circumstances 
hethought that Mr. M‘Dougall would have been better advised to withdrew the para- 
graph. Mr. Straight said an apology was all they asked for. A Bill in Chancer 
had been filed with respect to the particular matter Mr. M‘Dougall complained of, 
and there he might state his grievance, if he had any. After some further conver- 
sation Mr. Poland, having consulted with the defendant, said that he would place 
his client in the hands of the Court, and tender an apology to Mv. Gardiner. The 
paragraph quoted at length above was then reid and understood to be withdrawn 
and the prosecution withdrew the summons.

AvUTOGEN Gas—“G. C.” (Brighton).—There would be no danger such as you fear 
from the ignition and explosion of the gas in the holder by the running back of 
the flame used to heat the coil which serves the purpose of a retort ; and the ap- 
paratus appears less liable to get out of order than any of the class which we have 
examined. We do not know how the ordinary lead composition pipes would 
answer for conveying the mineral oil to the apparatus. When Silber tried to 
convey it to burners in the same way as gas he was compelled to use tin-piping, 
which was excessively costly. Afterthe gas is in de there is no difficulty in con 
veying it; it resembles coal gas more closely than olefiant gas, and no doubt the 
present burners could be used; we believe they are ordinary burners in use in 
Queen Victoria-street. As to the choking of the apparatus or any part of it with 
the tar we can give no opinion, only having seen it in operation for half an hour ; 
much, however, would depend upon the quality of the oil used; with ordinary 
petroleum oil, purchaseable at 1s. 8d. to 2s. per gallon, no doubt the removal of 
the tar from time to time would have to be provided for, but this would offer no 
practical inconvenience, There is suflicient odour in the gas to enable an escape 
to be detected.

COLLIERY ACCIDENTS, AND GOVERNMENT INSPECTION, 


The motion for a Royal Commission to enquire into the present 
syatem of official colliery inspection made in the House of Commons 
on Monday, by Mr. StpeEBorrom, would, had it been agreed to, really 
have placed us in our efforts to prevent loss of life in collieries 
precisely where wo were 40 years ago, and would have neutralised 
all the useful work which experience and the earnest desire of our 
legislators to attain the object in view have rendered it possible to 
accomplish in the interval; it is, therefore, a matter for much con- 
gratulation that the motion was withdrawn; and it is beyond ques- 
tion that Mr. MACDONALD accurately expresses the views of all who 
are competent to speak upon the subject in maintaining that all 
that is necessary is that the stringent laws already passed by Parlia- 
ment should be properly carried out. The Inspectors are not neg- 
lectful of their duties ; though, being but mortals, they no doubt 
occasionally err in judgment. ‘The Inspector is, as a rule, well ac- 
quainted with all the mines in his district which are not safe, and 
usually also knows the extent of the danger in each; but the law 
distinctly directs—and public opinion would not permit the direc- 
tion to be disregarded—that no prosecution shall be commenced 
against the owner, agent, or manager if he has taken all reason- 
able means to prevent the cause of complaint. And it would ob- 
viously be unjust to exact anything more stringent, although 
doubtless there are isolated cases where those having the control 
of collieries go so closely to an infraction of the law that it is re- 
gretable they should escape punishment—the management, or want 
of management, of the Astley Deep Pit which called forth Mr. 
SIDEBOTTOM’s motion was a case in point. 

The statement of one of the Inspectors—“I have been long of 
opinion that the ventilation has been very defective, and have ex- 
pressed myself to that offect in many ways; and, although I consider 
the mine dangerous, I do not say the danger is so imminent as to 

ustify me in going to the extreme length of arbitration ”—quoted 

y Mr. MACDONALD represents a very common condition of affairs, 
and we would undertake to say that, in nineteen cases out of twenty, 
if the Inspectors or the Home Secretary attempted to bring the ques- 
tion to an issue the decision would be adverse to the Government 
authorities, owing to the difficulty of inducing those engaged in the 
mine to give full and reliable evidence to establish the existence of 
the danger, from the feeling that in doing so they are “quarrelling 
with their bread and butter.” These are facts which must not be 
lost sight of, nor must it be forgotten that the failure of any prose- 
cution, or its equivalent, commenced by the Government authorities 
against the colliery authorities weakens the influence of the Govern- 
ment Inspector more than lOsuccessful prosecutions would strengthen 
it. In the case of the Dukinfield calamity the jury found that “ There 
is evidence that the Astley Deep Pit was * * inastate of com- 
plete anarchy, owing to the interference of Mr. BENJAMIN ASHTON, 
and his constituting conflicting authorities in the mine;” and they 
further declared that they considered ‘“ There was distinct evidence 
as to the employment of incompetent persons, and placing them in 
authority.” Under these circumstances there would appear to be no 
doubt that a large series of actions under Lord CAMPBELL’s Act could 
be maintained against the owners of the colliery, and there is, per- 
haps, nothing that would do more to increase the popularity of the 
Miners’ Association than the prompt supply of the requisite funds 
for carrying on the prosecutions. They would not fail to obtain ex- 
ternal pecuniary aid, and their success would do more than aught 


render the working miner's occupation less dangerous, for, unfortu- 
nately, such management as that which prevailed at the Astley Deep 
Pit is too often the result of erroneous notions of economy, which 
eondemnation in heavy damages by a Court of law would yery 
epeedily dispel. i

COLLIERY ACCIDENTS. 


Under the above head Mr, A. MACDONALD, M.P., has again called 
attention to the large sums of money now held by private indi- 
viduals from subscriptions sent from all parts of the kingdom for 
the relief of widows and children of men killed by explosions in 
collieries. The letter of the member for Stafford, which appeared 
in last week’s Journal, shows what difficulties are thrown in the 
way of obtaining any information in respect to the surplus of any 
such fund. As we are to some extent responsible for some of the 
statements made by Mr. MACDONALD, and having given some at- 
tention to the subject, we feel that we cannot allow it to pass alto- 
gether out of notice without n aking one more effort to bring to 
light the locale where the remains of the Mansion House and other 
funds are to be found. In doing so we cannot but express our sur- 
prise that gentlemen of high social position should, apparently at 
least, when challenged through the medium of the Times and the 
other leading papers in the metropolis, as well as those in the pro- 
vinces, refuse to give any information with regard to the large sums 
of money entrusted to them for charitable purposes. To say the 
least, such reticence in the eyes of many persons has a very jugly 
look about it. Although we cannot for a moment suppose but 
what everything relating to tle disposal of such moneys, and the 
holding over of the balances, has been done ina honourable manner, 
and with the best intentions, But there is no reason why a balance- 
sheet should not be presented with regard to such moneys, the same 
as has this week been given with respect to the Bengal Famine 
Fund, no doubt called forth by what has appeared in the papers with 
respect to the sums held by certain persons, and given some years 
since for the benefit of those who have been left destitute by col- 
liery disasters. 

Mr. Macponatp states that, in reply to a letter of his, the Lord 
Mayor of London informed him that he knew nothing whatever of 
the surplus money sent to the Mansion House for the benefit of the 
widows and children of the men killed by the explosion at the Oaks 
Colliery in 1866, whilst a second application, asking if his Lordship 
knew of any person connected with the Corporation who could give 
the required information, was not replied to. We are glad to say 
that we are in a position to throw some light on the matter, and, 
therefore, state without hesitation that Alderman PHILLIPS, who, 
we believe, was Lord Mayor at the time, as well as Alderman 
GABRIEL and Sir SIDNEY WATERLOW, took an active part in the 
disposal of some portions of the subscriptions, of which some 10,0000. 
or 12,0002. still remain in the hands of some person or persons. 
Knowing of the large surplus, an effort was made about a couple of 
months ago to obtaina portion of it towards the relief of 85 persons, 
60 being children, who were left totally unprovided for owing to 
an explosion which took place at the Morley Colliery, near Leeds, 
at the close of 1872. Acourteous application was made to Mr, Al- 
derman PHtILLips, but it was never answered, Whether this is the 
etiquette pecular to the members of the great Corporation of the 
City of London we are unable to say; if it is so, we should recom- 
mend that it be at once broken through, and the rule which pre- 
vails amongst gentlemen and men of education adopted in its place. 
In refusing all information with respect to large sums of money sent 
to the Mansion House for certain specific purposes is a serious re- 
flection on the entire Bench of Aldermen, if not the whole of the 
Corporation. Indeed, if it is to go forth to the world that money 
sent to the Lord Mayor of London in his public capacity is not to 
be accounted for, we feel assured that the wealthy and charitable 
will pause once, twice, if not thrice. before they will send their 
money to be distributed through such a channel. It is in the high 
and honourable character of our City magnates that the public re- 
pose confidence in supplying them with the funds for benevolent 
purposes, and there should, therefore, be no hesitation whatever on 
their part in stating how they have disposed of the money entrusted 
to them. 

As we have given the names of the gentlemen who know all about 
the Oaks Colliery Explosion Fund, and to which we would add that 
of the secretary at the Mansion House (Mr. Gipss), we shall now look 
forward confidently to seeing astatement showing the disbursements, 
as well as the amount in hand, if only for the honour and credit of 
the Aldermanic Bench of the City of London. To refuse to do so can 
only have the effect of preventing moneys being sent to the Mansion 
House in the future on the occasion of any great calamity, now that 
public attention has been called to the question of the large sums en- 
trusted to our Lord Mayors for distribution, whilst, so far from adding 
lustre, it is calculated to tarnish the reputation of our great civic 
dignitaries. 

We are glad to state that our own efforts in a different direction 
have been more successful. We some few months since called the 
attention of Lord WHARNCLIFFE (as one of the trustees of a fund 
amounting to 2284/.17s., a portion of the surplus of what was known 
as the Hartley Fund, sent for the benefit of the sufferers by colliery 
explosions in the West Riding) to the destitute state of some 83 
women and children who lost their bread winners by the explosion 
which took place at the Morley Colliery. The courtesy and kindly 
feeling shown by Lord WHARNCLIFFE stands out in pleasing con- 
trast with the treatment received by Mr. MACDONALD and others at 
the hands of the Lord Mayor and some of the Aldermen of the City 
of London, whose reticence in a matter in which the honour of the 
Mansion House is involvedis truly surprising. Anapplication to Lord 
WHARNCLIFFE received an immediate answer, whilst his lordship 
at once put himself in communication with Mr. W. H. Peacock, of 
Barnsley, the honorary secretary of the fund alluded to, and we have

CARBONIC ACID GAS AS A MOTIVE POWER. 


Our readers are well aware that from time to time various sub- 
stitutes for steam as the motive agent of engines, more or less 
similar to those which are in ordinary use, have been proposed, It 
cannot be said that as yet any have been attended with that prac- 
tical success Which was to be desired. : This is, however, no reason 
why further efforts should not meet with a more favourable result, 
and we have had laid before vs certain proposals which appear of a 
yery valuable character ; though of course in this, as in other 
matters, experience will have to decide the problem. : 

Carbonic acid gas naturally suggests itself as a likely subject for 
experiment. It may be reduced into a liquid state by the compres- 
sion of its own molecules under a pressure of some 33 atmospheres, 
and the merest tyro will at once see what an immense reservoir of 
force carbonic acid gas so treated must be. Dr. D. W. Gwynne, 
noting this, has for some time been engaged in devising means for 
utilising this property of CO, ; and has arranged a complete system 
for its production and apptication, the plans for which were for- 
warded by him to the Earl of Caithness some six months since. 

Dr. Gwynne generates his CO, by the treatment of some sub- 
stance containing it in combination by an acid. Limestone, chalk, 
the carbonates of the alkalis, &c., would yield an inexhaustible 
supply, and the acid might either be sulphuric or hydrochloric. 
Where economy of space is a consideration a bicarbonate of an alkali 
could be employed, but under ordinary conditions chalk or lime- 
stone would answer every purpose. The chalk, or whatever else 
was employed, would be acted upon by the acid in a closed recep- 
tacle or generator, a general idea of which would be supplied by 
one of the cylinders used in the manufacture of aérated waters. 
The generator would be fitted with a gauge, and suitable means 
for attaching it to a receiver. A double cock or collar would serve 
tocut off the connection with the receiver, and the gauge would 
show the pressure. The receiver represents precisely the steam- 
chest of an ordinary steam-engine, and as such an engine may, and 
often does, have several boilers, so to each receiver may be attached 
any number of generators required, determined by the needed amount 
of power. From the character of the fittings one or more gene- 
tators may be removed or replaced without interfering with the 
tension of the gas in the receiver. Under the receiver Dr. Gwynne 
places asmall furnace ; andasthe tensive power of the gasis greatly 
increased by the addition of heat--1'480 volume for each degree— 
the value of thisarrangement will be seen. 

By Dr. Gwy nne’s process it is easy to obtain gas which would ex- 
ercise a power of 30 atmospheres without liquefaction. Such a 
pressure, however, would, in his view, never be required, and any 
graduated pressure from 1 up to 30 could readily be obtained by 
due regulation of the apparatus and materials, As the deadly 
nature of the gas (which causes closure of the glottis or attempted 
inhalation) requires a provision for its neutralisation in its escape 
from the engine, Dr. Gwynne has met this by passing the escape 
Pipe into a tank of lime-water. 

Such in brief is an outline of a plan which well deserves atten- 
tion, Sooner or later some substitute for steam must be found, and 
he is a public benefactor who labours to that end.

REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN, 

July 30.—Since our last report little alteration has appeared in 
the district as regards the aspects of trade, business being still 
dull, the burden of complaint being slackness of orders, buyers only 
purchasing coal in such quantities as will just meet the present 
limited demand. Some little local improvement in the iron trade is 
reported, and more employment is likely (it is understood) to be 
found for workmen by one or two idle furnaces being put in blast; 
but a brisk trade must not be counted upon until present stocks are 
much further reduced. Gradually the Forest railway system is ad- 
vancing, but we regret to report that although the Severn and Wye 
Company’s lines are so far completed between Lydney and Lyd- 
brook as to admit of general traflic, no regular passenger trains have 
yet been put on; but the why and wherefore of such tardy move- 
ments are not made public. A hitch with the Great Western Com- 
pany has been hinted, but more likely a heavy drain on their capital 
for necessary outlay in constructing their works has rendered the 
provision of engines and carriages less facile than under other cir- 
cumstances, For a small company, it has shown much spirit and 
adventure, and deserves a good share of our respect and gratitude, 
inasmuch that when the Great Western Company was indifferent 
about providing passenger accommodation through the Forest it 
took up the question in earnest, but the delay in opening what 
portion of line is completed is inexplicable, except upon the sup- 
position that there is some hitch or difficulty to be overcome, about 
which the public is not duly enlightened by the company itself, and 
so is left in the misty region of guessing, but which proves altogether 
unsatisfactory. But when all our various connecting and branch 
lines over the Forest are completedand put into working order, and 
the spirit of trade again revives. we may reasonably expect that the 
rich resources of mineral wealth lying beneath its surface will be 
much more fully developed than is at present the case, The recent 
parliamentary committee of enquiry upon Forest interests is not 
expected to lead to very satisfactory results, although some good 
will, unquestionably, come out of its appointment and labours. The 
miners’ annual demonstration came off at the Speech House, on 
Saturday, with diminished numbers and enthusiasm, although as 
an “outing” the day was a pleasant and enjoyable one. 











REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


July 30.—Patient expectation has been the ruling condition in 
mining matters during the last few days. On all hands it has been 
felt that a rise in the tin standard was imminent, but that rise, it 
was considered, would not take place until after the Banca sale, 
which came off yesterday. The quantity of tin ore from Australia 
has so fallen off as to be little more than nominal, and at present 
prices the smelters are said to have been making a good thing over 
buying the low-quality Australian ore at 20/, per ton, and smelting 
it here in the West. 

However else the parliamentary session may be barren, we have 
now the definite assurance (of the probability of which we spoke 
some few weeks since) that the Rating Bill will pass, and with it 
the clause for the rating of Cornish mines on the basis of dues, for 
which we are indebted to our County Committee and the efforts of 
our local members. This Bill is precisely the same that the House 
of Lords rejected last year, when it was brought in by the late Go- 
vernment. Now, without the slightest alteration in the Bill or its 
accessories, they have passed it without discussion. Their action of 
last year, purposeless as it now seems, has cost the Liskeard Union 
hucdreds of pounds, Perhaps on the whole, however, it has helped 
the mines in the depression, though that, of course, was never 
considered. 

The Western Daily Mercury has published a complete list of the 
works on the Red River, and of the dues paid on each for the year 
ending March last. They prove in detail what has been several 
times stated in gross, and was authoritatively averred by Mr. T.S. 
Bolitho at the Cornwall meeting of the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers, that the Red River returned to those who worked it quite 
40,0007. worth of tina year. Under the present system of dressing, 
if it were as long again, and had no more mines in its course, the 
chances are that it would return 40 or 50 per cent. more. All me- 
chanical modes of dressing must be more or less imperfect, and there 
is a constant process going on, by which more and more ore is being 
freed from the gangue as the stream flows on.

Mr. Frederick Hill had held many public offices, having been clerk to the 
magistrates of West Kirrier, registrar of the County Court, town clerk of Helston, 
a commissioner of taxes, and a trustee of the Helston Turnpike Trust. He was also 
largely connected with the landed interest of the county, having acted as steward 
to the Duke of Leeds, Sir R. R. Vyvyan, Bart., the Rev. Molesworth St. Aubyn, 
Colonel Grylls, the Trevelyan trustees, and others,

' In Malleable Iron there are a few more enquiries for shipbuilding 
and general purposes. A new line of iron vessels is about to be

MONMOUTIL AND SOUTIL WALES. 


July 80.—The Finished Iron Trade does not improve in the least, 
but rather declines. Makers’ books are nearly clear of orders, and 
another week or two will make work still more scarce than it is at 
present. Enquiries still indicate that iron is in request, but buyers 
will not place contracts except with great reserve. Most of the 
works are, therefore, only partially employed, and some of them are 
virtually at a standstill, All hope of improvement appears to be 
abandoned, and it is hardly likely that under the best of cireum- 
stances there will be much activity in trade this year. 

It is now known that the second reduction in tha wages rate, like 
the first, will be 10 per cent., which altogether will make a “drop” 
of 20 per cent. Some of the men admit the depressed state of the 
iron trade at poesent, but there is a general aversion to any redue- 
tion atall. The 10 or the 20 per cent. does not represent the actual re- 
duction in the earnings of the men, For weeks past the ironworks 
have not worked more than half-time, and many of them have not 
more than two days a week, and, as a matter of course, their wages 
do not amount to half what they did a few monthsago, The second 
reduction of 10 per cent. will, consequently, make a considerable 
difference to them. There are some of the men who say that they 
would prefer to know what the minimum wage rate is to be, and 
that the employers would announce the full reduction at once ; but 
this cannot be the opinion of the men asa body, for to an intelli- 
gent mind the fact would suggest itself that by reducing the wages 
rate gradually there isa chance of the trade improving, and that 
the now probable minimum may not be reached. It is not yet 
known what course the men will take, but it is apprehended that 
they will resist the reduction. There is, however, much distress 
among the ironworkers already, and it is dificult to see how they 
can with any chance of success oppose the reduction. 

During the week the Llynvi Company have cleared 150 tons of iron 
to Palermo; the Rhymney Company. 300 tons rails to Port Said, and 
1211 tons to Tbrail; the Aberdare Company, 820 tons to Rotterdam ; 
Beynon and Co,, 30 tons rails toSmyrna; and Nant-y-Glo and Blaina, 
357 tons to Rosario. 

As stated last week, operations have been resumed at the tin-plate 
making works, but the demand for plates is so dull that the makers 
have determined to limit the manufacture. 

There is little or no change in the Coal Trade, The output exceeds 
the demand considerably, and stocks are still increasing, but there 
is a good business being done, and prices are remunerative. 

The manager of the old Duffryn Colliery, the property of the 
Powell’s- Duffryn, was summoned before the magistrates of Aberdare 
for illegally dismissing a collisr, The collier had been asked to do 
duty as haulier, but he refused, and was consequently discharged. 
The magistrates, some of whom were colliery proprietors, dismissed 
the case, knowing that it had been the custom for years for the col-

REPORT FROM NORTIL AND SOUTIL STAFFORDSHIRE, 


July 30.—The South Staffordshire tron Trade has, on the whole, 
a somewhat more cheerful tone this week, the demand for some 
classes of finished iron having especially improved. The stocks of 
some descriptions appear to have run very short, so that merchants 
anc Consumers can no longer choose their time for purchasing. 
There is no declared change in quotations, which remain on the 
basis of 12/. per ton for marked bars; but prices generally have a 
somewhat firmer tendency. Sheets (ordinary) range from 15/, to 
142, per ton, and the works devoted to this class of iron are, as a 
rale, in very full production. The hoop, rod, and bar mills, though 
not in full work, are running more steadily than last reported, In 











of trade, and the various strikes in the coal and iron districts, are at present seri 
ously affecting the wagon trade, but the directors trust that these influences will 
shortly be modified, and that with the approach of winter the usual demand will 
arise. The protits, as per balance-sheet, amount to 5797/. &s. 7d. Your directors 
recommend the payment of a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent., less income tax, 
on the preference shares, and at the rate of 10 per cent., free of income tax, on the 
ordinary shares.

At the Cannock and Huntington Colliery Company meeting, on 
Thursday (Mr. Avins in the chair), the Chairman’s statement was very favourably 
received, and although there has been some little delay in the sinking, it was well 
accounted for. He expressed regret that they had not been able to do more, but 
explained that they werein the hands of the Diamond Rock Boring Company, who 
had assured the directors that they had done all they could, having spent more than 
double the amount of the contract entered into with the Cann ck and Huntington 
Company. They had agreed to complete 200 yards at a cost of 750/., but up to the 
present time had only been able to reach 240 ft. This was owing to their having 
met with pebble beds, which were the only things that could cause them any diffi- 
culty. The Boring Company, he observed, had tried steel tools and other things— 
they had resorted to 5-in. and 6 in, tools, and were now trying 7-in. tools in order 
to give them more room. The diamend drill itself was not Jefective, but the peb- 
bles would not hold fast for it to pass through. They could imagine an attempt 
to drill through a basin of marbles, The drill would go through the hardest rock 
known with little difficulty, but the pebbles gave way. The company, however, 
said they would not be beaten, and would go through the pebble beds at any cost, 
and although they had received nothing as yet, they were now putting down a 
number of 7-in. pipes, at a cost of 15s. per foot, which would show that every effort 
was being made, and no ex pense was being spared to accomplish the work. These 
pipes would be put down, probably, in a month, and when they had gone through 
the pebbles the work would bean accomplished fact, and only a week or a fort- 
night would be required to go through the other measures. Neither mining en- 
gineers nor directors are receiving payment for their services, the whole question 
being left to the shareholders after the boring is down. The retiring officers 
were re-elected.

THE PRESIDENT ON TRADES UNIONISM, 

The PrestDENT delivered a valuable and comprehensive address, 
After some proemial observations relative to the usefulness and advantages of a 
society like theirs, he proceeded to say that the utilisation of the mineral trea 
sures of Great Britain had assuredly been the great source of our national wealth. 
Therefore, that those treasures might be made the best of was obviously a matter 
of the highest importance. Byeomparison with whit was now being effeeted they 
plainly saw the enormous waste of what he might call the nataral capital of the 
empire that had occured in time past, and they knew enough to enable them to 
safely predict that our present means and metho ls of reaping the harvest were 
capable of great improvement in respect alike of economy of moterial and labour 
as of the more important cousideration of loss of lifeandlimb. More particularly 
welcome to the members was any promise of economy when the exhaustion of 
the coal tields was no longer a contingeney that might be set aside and neglected 
asof noimportance. Hewas tempted to introduceatopie which, although connected 
with, and affecting in the highest degree the well being of, the mining interests, 
was yet one to which, as an institution, their attention had not been directed, 
He alluded to the arrangements and combinations which existed amongst those 
whose industry made the natural resources of the earth available. He had given 
mueh thought and consideration to the subject of Trades’ Unions and combinations, 
and failed to discover any real lasting benetit that either hat avisen from them or 
that could reasonably be ex pected to accrue, The law of progress, either for nitions 
or for individuals, which were the component of nations, was clearly that the 
strength and ability possessed must be exerted, and that what the hand found to 
do must be done with the right. Any institution proposing to set aside that how 
and promising equal reward tothe industrious, the idle, and the dissolute, bore on 
its very front its own condemmation. It was true that considerations of many kinds 
were urged which concealed the real and objectionable elaracter of those Unions, 
and in meuny iestanees, no doubt, the promoters of them were quite sincere and 
disinterested in their endeavours to carry them on and extend their influences. He 
called attention to them to say that the main fundamental principles of pelitical 
economy were deserving of the attention of the Lnstitute, because if they were now 
fully and generally understood he believed that avast amount of suffering and 
hindrance to progress would disappear. He might be wrong, but he could not 
help thinking that had our working populttion relied on their own industry, anc 
made the best of the strength and ability they possessed, the natural effect of in 
creased demand for the produce of their labour would hive augmented their re- 
ward to a far greater amount than it had attained, and that we should have been 
spared the humiliating sight of a great and noble working population reduced to 
an army of able bodied paupers, existing for months on the funds of Unions, 
Could anyone who had watched the course of events during the past two years 
doubt that the inflated price of coal and iron had been in a great part due to the 
element of uncertainty of supply induced by the existence of combination amongst 
the producers? The main objects that Unionism professed was to alter the di- 
vision of pay as related to the share of employers and employed. What had the 
effect been? the shure of the employer loud increased in a far great y proportion, 
Attempts were being made to establish a ratio between the wages of producers and 
the price of the article to the public. This seemed to the president to be a vain 
effort. Ultimately, the price paid by the public for any commodity whatsoever 
would be regulated by the estimation set on the article by the consumer in view of 
its necessity and amount of supply. The great importance of the subject, and its 
ultimate connection with the prosperity of the district, must form his excuse for 
introducing a subject which seemed more to belong to the domain of politics. His 
father and uncles were amongst the first who struggled against the evil system of 
protection of trade by law ; and he denounced that worst possible form of protec- 
tion which seemed to him to be involved in the very idea of a combination to re- 
gulate wages, and thereby enhance the price of any commodity to the public. He 
left the subject to their consideration. If the members agreed with him, much 
might be done by their individual influence in spreading the knowledge of these 
great principles to which he had alluded, He had adverted to the waste of valuable 
materials, particularly in coal measures, and he would now refer to the waste of energy 
and time arising from the repetition of same or similar work by rival institutions, 
The President then suggested the amalgamation of theirs with the Dudley Insti 
tute, and, speaking of the discovery of coal and ironstone at Sandwell, hoped that 
papers on the geological facts connected with the district will be forthcoming. 
With respect to subjects of a mechanical character, he could not help congratulating 
the members upon their numerical strength and individual worth. As many of 
the members, from the exigencies of their engagements, lamentably lacked oppor- 
tunities for acquiring accurate elementary scientitic knowledge, he thought that
